Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative argued that claims 14 and 25 define over 
the prior art rejections of record for the following reasons: Substitution of plastic taught by the reference of Koezuka et 
al. would not have been obvious for the glass of Iwaki Glass because laser etching would not be capable of forming the 
claimed contrast features in plastic. It would not have been obvious to contact the contrast features of Weiner with the 
liquid medium of Iwaki Glass because the reference of Weiner discloses that the film does not need to be sterilized and 
the contrast features are different than those of the instant claims. The Examiner indicated that Applicant's comments 
were not commensurate in scope with the instant claims. It was agreed that Applicant would amend claims 14 and 25 
to further define the contrast features over those disclosed by the references of Iwaki Glass, Weiner and Mitchell.
